The Examiner considered that this application relates to three invention, i: Invention I 
reflected in claims 1 to 6, Invention n reflected in claims 7 to 12 and Invention lil reflected in 
claim 12. 

Wi^ Traverse, Applicant hereby elects Invention I, comprising claims 1 to 6, for 
continued piosecuiion of ^ application. 

The Examiner considered that Invention I, being drawn to a method of die temperature 
control, is classed in class 374, subclass 102 whereas Invention II, being drawn to a computer 
readable medium, is classed in class 165, subclass 237+.

The Invention 11 claims are directed to a conjputer readable medium f >r causing a 
processor to utilise tetnpcrature Tneasorements for a die to control a valve of ti valvec I cooling line 
for the die. Thus, Invention U is directed to a computer readable medium o allow die 
tempcrattire control. 

The class definition for class 374 states: 'This is the generie class fiir making a 
determination of . . - a characteristic or condition of an object or system utilizing !icating ... as 
a significant pait of the test ... Note. Processes and apparatus are classified togetfc er". 

The class definition tor class 165 states: 'This class includes apparatus or process not 
provided for in other classes for transfetrxng heat, or apparatus or process not prdvided for in 
other classes relating to an auxiliary device particularly adapted to be used with such heat transfer 
appaiatus". 

Class 374^ covering both processes and i^aratus, covers both metliods aid computer 
readable media. Further, class 374 is a generic class, whereas class 1 65 is a class to be used only 
for processes and apparatus not otherwise provided for. It is therefore submilted l iat class 374 
dominates over class 165 for methods and compute- readable media directed to die temperature 
control Thus« it is believed that if Invention I is properly principally classed in cUlss 374, so is 
Invention XL Fort this reason, it is submitted tbat ihc claims of bivention I and n should be 
allowed to remain in this application together. 
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In view of Uic JEbrcgomg» early favourable consideration of this applicatior is earnestly
